DEMANDING A DIVORCE. 
The Sad Story of Two German Cirls. 


(St. Louis Globe.) 

The following story is literally true 
in all respects, save as to names, which 
are withbeld for the reason that the 
facts now given will. be more fully de- 
veloped in the divorce court at some 
near future day. Yesterday a leading 
official at the Four Courts was interrup- 
ted in the transaction of the regular 
routine business of his office by a lady, 
doubly vailed and dressed in a dark 
silk suit, who said she wished to speak 
to him iu private. Not knowing the 
fair stranger, the oflicial hesitated at 
first, and proposed that the interview 
proceed with open doors, but the lady 
insisted on perfect privacy, She didn’t 
want to be seen by strangers, as she was 
well known. ‘The door was closed and 
the consultation carried on in secret. 
Nothing would ever have been heard of 
the story had it not fortunately happen- 
ed that the reporter passed by as the 
door opened and heard the words, 
“He'll tell you if you can’t get a di- 
vorce,” fall from the official's lips as the 
lady bowed her adieu. 

A little persuasion induced the afore- 
said official to talk, and the story is 
about as follows: 

The lady, whose first name is I’ran- 
cesca, and her sister Martha, were twins, 
and had resided formerly in Heidelberg, 
Germany, with parents who were toler- 
ably well off. 

FRANCESCA WAS HER FATHER'S PET, 
and Marszaret her mother's. On ac- 
count of licr peculiar, unsettled dispo- 
sition, Martha had never entered into 
any engagement with a view to marriage.

Meanwhile the young man who had | 
beeu the cause of Martha’s ruin was 
stricken with remorse. He made up 
his mind that, come what might, he 
would find Martha, and by an honest 
life of devotion deserve the love she 
had so freely bestowed on him, and 
which she, in her letters from America, 
said she was sull willing he should 
share, ‘hg death of a wea}thy rela- 
tive left him the sole possess ar of a large 
furtune, consisting, however, largely of 
stocks and bonds of some of our lead- 
iug railroads, ‘The panic coming on, 
some of the roads defaylted, in their | 
interest, and in behalf of other bond- 
holders, the young man, whom we will 
call Fritz, came to this country to 
straighten matters out.

He had 
a paper in his Bible containing a list of 
persons ia the various cities and places 
where he had stopped who had be- 
friended him, and to those he said he 
proposed to write when he reached 
home.

DEAD DISSENTERS.

The Trouble They Have About Get- 
tung Byried 19 England. 
Nearly one-half of the population of 
England and Wales are ‘Dissenters’ — 
tat is, they have separated on_ con 
scientious grounds from the Established 
Church, and have hecome Taptists, 
Methodjsts, Pyesbyteriang, Congrega 
tionalists, and sa on. While these peo- 
ple live they are not subjected. to any 
pains or disabilities in consequence of 
their separation from the national 
Church. The compulsory payment of 
church-rates has been abolished; they 
have their own chapels in which they 
may worship, be baptized, and get mar- 
ried. Rut when they come to die and 
be buried thelr trouljles begin —at least 
the troubles of those of them who live 
in the country parishes. In the cities 
and large towns they have cemeteries 
of their own, ar they may be buried in 
the general cemeteries, which aye open 
to all. But in the country parishes 
there is but one graveyard, and that ts 
the ‘‘chyrchyard.” It belongs to the 
national Church as much as the church 
building, and the parish clergyman has 
absolute fontrol over it. It is conse- 
crated ground, jugi as the church itself 
is m consecrated building, and — the 
church is not willing that gay religious 
sevices other than their own should be 
performed either in thefchurch or in the 
churchyard. 
. Thus whep it comesfto pass that when 
a Dissenter dies in a country village he 
must be buried either without any re- 
ligioys rites at all or else with the relig- 
joys sites of pes Established Church, 
erformed by the parish clergyman or 
his curate, This has long heen felt as 
an intelerable grievance by the Dissen- 
ters, and for several years they have at- 
tempted to induce Parliament to pass a 
bill compelling the parish clergymen to 
ermit dissenting ministers of all sects 
to bury their dead in the parish church- 
ards sith thejr own rites. From 1870 
ntil 1874, this bill was each year passed 
by the House of Gammons, in. which 
there was a Liberal majority, and as 
regularly thrown out by the Lords. This 
year, on April 22, the bill was voted on 
again in the Commons. The Tories 
now have a strong majority, but on the 
vote, in a house of 482 members, the 
bill was thrown out by a majority of on-

I mean the Duck river valley railroad, 
which will run from Johnsonville to 
Fayetteville, over beds of iron as rich 
and as exhaustless as may be found in 
any country. I mean also the possibili- 
ty of the cofistruction of a ship canal 
from the Mississippi river to the Atlantic, 
which would deubtless pass through a 
large portion of Tennessee, and give a 
market for her_iron ore products in Eu- 
rope. Already, within the past month, 
an order has been received in Rome,Ga., 
from Liverpool, {for pig iron. Open a 
ship canal and Eagland nor Pennsylva- 
nia, nor Missouri, can compete with Ten- 
nessee in putting pig metal in the iron 
centres of the world. One thing I deep- 
ly regret, that the last legislature did not 
make an appropriation to make Tennes- 
see properly represented at the Centenni- 
al exhibition at Philadelphia. Tennessce 
is now ahead, but I am fearful that Ken- 
tucky, Missouri and Virginia, with ap. 
propriations for the purpose, will be able 
to make such an exhibition of their ores 
as will shame Tennessee. A little money 
judiciously spent in this way would have 
attracted millions to the state.

adebt of about $30),000, There was 
not a cent in the treasury with whfth' 
to meet. this indebtedness, or to re-in- 
augurate school work throughout the 
State. The friendsof public schools 
were dispirited, quite a number of them 
having lost all hope in consequence of 
the disasters of the previous year, 
Those unfriendly to the system took 
courage and cast into the teeth of its 
friends the stereotyped “I told you so.” 
Letters from all quarters kept pouring 
in upon the department. Nine handred 
and thirty-nine of these were received 
that year, the replies to which covered 
hine hundred and fifty pages of 
written matter, as my letter-books show. 
A large number of these letters related 
to the failure to meet the obligations of 
1871. The state of things above sketch- 
ed convinced me that it would be folly 
to attempt to put schools in operation 
in 1872, and one of my first official acts 
was to issue a circular advising school 
officers accordingly, and recommending 
them to turn the thoughts of the people 
to such private schools as were in ex- 
istence, or were likely to be established, 
Firmly believing in “the omnipotence 
of honesty,” I made it up in my mind 
that if the people were deceived in the 
future, I would not be the instrument 
of that deception. My mind was next 
turned to our financial status as to 
schools. My investigations resulted in 
the production of a pamphlet on that 
subject which was circulated among the 
school officers of the State. I then direct- 
ed my attention to the mistakes and de- 
fects of the existing school laws, and 
my first report related mainly to the 
changes which I considered necessary. 
To the legislature which coavened in 
the summer of that year, the friends of 
public schools are under lasting obliga- 
tions. They passed a law making pro- 
vision for the partial payment of the 
debt of 1871, repealed the general 
school-law then of force, and passed a 
new one, retaining all that was valuable 
in the old, and embodying such im- 
provements as had been suggested by 
reflection and experience.

law providing for the payment of the 
debt of 1871 had yielded $174,000, 
which was apportioned among the coun- 
ties, and faithfully disbursed. Upon an 
accurate calculation it was found that 
this sum had more than replaced all 
school funds that had passed into the 
treasury from the 6th of August, 1870, 
up tothe 19th of August, 1872, by the 
sumn of $7,610.25. ‘Thus it will beseen 
that, under the present administration, 
the people were taxed to replace a 
large portion of the school fund seized 
and squandered under the preceding. 
The regular school fund had accumula- 
ted to the amount of $250,000, which 
was also properly apportioned. The 
schools of 1873, which were put in op- 
eration under instructions issued early 
in that year, accomplished a good work 
under the circumstances. My annual 
report shows that there were in at- 
tendance upon the schools 63,922 white 
children, and 19,755 colured, makiog 
total of 83,677. The perfect good 
faith kept onthe part of the State in 
1873 inspired increased confidence, as 
evinced by the large additions to the at- 
tendance upon the schools of 1874. 
There were in the schools of the last 
named year as follows: white children 
93,167; colored, 42 374; total 135,541, 
being an inerease over the attend- 
ance of the former year of 51,864. The 
amount of schvol funds apportioned in 
1874 was $265,000, which was sufficient 


} to pay to eg ak in attendance Bpon , 
the schools am average of $1.95. It will 


be thus seen that we are not able to pay 
the entire expenses of the three months’ 
schools for which the law _ provides. 
What is paid, however, acts as a stimu- 
lus and brings large numbers into. the 
schools who would otherwise never en- 
ter. Many, who are thus brought in, 
continue as pupils after the public 
schools are turned into private schools. 
The school officers in some portions of 
the State testify that the number of pu- 
pils in the schools last year, in their sev- 
eral counties, was at least double that of 
any year since the close of the war. 
Many persons seem to think that a three 
months’ school can accomplish but lictle 
good. They forget that the school age 
reaches from six to eighteen, a period of 
twelve years. With these limited ad- 
vantages no youth will be excusable who

You do not mean to say that we have 
masses of iron ore equal to that found at 
the Iron mountain in Missour: ? 

I do. And not only Tennessee has 
them, but Georgia and Alabama also. 
Why, not ten days ago, a short distance 
from Amberson’s station, in Alabama, 
on the Selma, Rome and Dalton railroad, 
I rode over hills, covering from two to 
twenty acres each, which resemble ex- 
ploded planets, shivered and torn into 
millions of fragments. These hills, | 
am satisfied, are mountains of iron— 
limonite—and to show the depth, a well 
dug in a valley below, sixty feet deep, 
passed all the way through the shivered 
mass, And at Prior’s station, on the same 
railroad is an outcrop of iron ore, a cor- 
rect description of which would not be 
crowded. Abouta mile from the rail- 
road an isolated mass and almost solid, 
covering about an acre is the first indica- 
tion of ore. From this a line of hiils 
running northeast and southwest extends 
for the distance of two miles, and rise in 
height from fifty to one hundred and 
fiftv feet. The largest of these hills 
covers forty acres and boulders of ore as 
large as a block of buildings stick out 
all over it. 

May not this be surface ore ? 

No; for the same boulder-shaped mass- 
es riseup inthe ravine below Besides 
excavations have been made which show 
the ore to extend to an unknown depth. 
Mining also has been extensively carried 
on nearer the railroad and the ore grows 
better as the diggings grows deeper. 

Is the ore mixed with foreign ingredi- 
ents ? 

An analysis shows about 2-100 of one 
per cent. , phosphorus and about three 
per cent. sulphur, and metallic iron 56 
per cent.

This 
agreement was made between Lliram IH, 
Kimpton and Mr. Magrath. The for 
mer agreed to transfer 8'4 shares in the 
copartnersh'p, being all the shares ex- | 
cept.those of Neagle, Crews and Llurley. 
Magrath was to pay $212,500 therefor in 
South Carolina railroad bonds. 

Upon the new directory, with W. J. 
Magrath as president, coming into office 
onthe perf ction of this agreement, an 
investigation of the affairs of the old 
directory was had, and the deficiencies 
upon which this suit was brought were 
discovered. A résuvlution was adopted, 
among other matters,to make the co 
partners in the Greenville and Columbia 
railroad company individually return 
the $25,000in Greenville and Columbia 
railroad bonds which they each hud re- 
ceived for the purchase of the Continen- 
tal telegraph company charter.
